Guests of the New York Central 


•ompany were brought from New York 
to Sclicnectady on a special train of 
?ullman cars, which were drawn to the 
stretch of equipped track near Hoff- 
man's Ferry and attached to the elec- 
:ric locomotive. 


The most exciting part of the pro- 


gramme was a race between the elec- 
tric locomotive and three steam en- 
gines, and the ease with which the new 
engine bent the others was the greatest 
surprise of the day. The electric loco- 
motive with the train of cars attach- 
ed and two steam engines with no 
weight to draw were run to the head 
of the course near Hardin's Crossing 
and laid over there to wait for the 
New Yorker, one of the fast trains of 
the Central railroad. The two steam 
engines were allowed some distance in 
which to get under headway, and the 
electric locomotive started from a dead 
stop as the New Yorker swung by. 


The engines began the spurt neck 


and neck. Owing to the fact that the 
others had a flying start the electric 
locomotive was greatly handicapped 
but it picked up speed with wonderfu 
quickness and l>efore a miie of track 
hud been traversed it was running 
more than sixty miles an hour and was 
on even terms with the other trains 
So fast did it gain from this point 
that it was necessary to slow up ir 
order to let the others catch it and 
make the race more exciting. 
It then 


dashed ahead at a speed of nearly sev- 
enty miles an hour and easily showed 
its superiority to the steam engines. 


The air was filled with smoke from 


the locomotives as the engine drivers 
put on full steam in an effort to bea 
their formidable rival, and as thej 
dashed around the curve at the substu 
tion they were almost hidden from 
view. 


Another pretty race was between the 


electric locomotive and the New York 
Central ensrine Mohawk. 
It was the 


closest of the day. 
Nine heavy cars 


were attached to the electric locomo 
tive, while the Mohawk was run alone 
For the first two miles neither could 
gain, but as the racers neared the sub 
station the electric locomotive slowly 
pulled ahwsd and gained so rapidlj 
that, despite the heavy train behind it 
the steam engine gave up the race afte 
another mile had been run. 


According to the figures taken of the 


run, a rate of more than fifty-five mile 
was reached while the electric locomo 
tive was attached to a COO ton train 
and when drawing 500 and 400 ton 
trains the speed attained was nearlj 
seventy miles an hour. With the shor 
stretch of track at the service of th 
company for the tests this is consid 
ered more than satisfactory. 


Another official test was held in th 


afternoon under the direction of th< 
General Electric company officials, win 
had ;is their quests prominent electrica 
men from all parts of the country 
Hich speed was again reached, and ev 
erv test was successful.

TRIP FOR TORPEDO BOATS. 


American Fleet of Five to Sail to the 


Philippines. 


A fleet of torpedo boats, consisting 


of the Bailey, Barney, Biildle, Porter 
and Dupont, all members of the reserve 
torpedo boat flotilla of the 
United 


States navy, is soon to be subjected to 
an unusually severe test, says the Jse\v 
York Post. It will start from Hamp- 
ton Roads on a cruise to the Philip- 
pines by way of the Atlantic ocean 
Indian ocean and up the Pacific. Xev 
er before has there been an expedition 
by torpedo boats which in the distance 
to be covered and the difficulties to be 
encountered compare with this pros 
pective voyage. 


The largest of the five torpedo boats 


is the Bailey, which is 205 feet ir 
length. 1!) feet beam, nearly 7 fee 
draft and has a displacement of 280 
tons. Her triple expansion engines are 
capable of developing y.GOO horsepow 
er and sending her through the wate 
at a speed of thirty-five miles an hour 
The Barney and Biddle are pister ships 
and are 157 feet in length, IS fee 
breadth and 175 feet 
displacement 


Each has a record of 32 miles pel 
hour. The Porter and Dupont are each 
175 feet in length, 18 feet beam and 
are as speedy as the other twin craft. 


The long journey to the orient will b 


not only a severe test of the torpede 
boats, but in slightly less degree : 
trial of the health and strength o: 
the officers and men aboard these smal 
war vessels. The question of coal sup 
ply is one of the problems which con 
fronts the officers who have in hand 
the planning of this protracted voyage 
but it is pointed out that with thei 
steaming radius of more than S.tKX 
miles there is no danger in sending 
these little ships to the coast of Asia 
The proposed trip of the torpedo" boat 
is the result of the success which las 
winter attended the sending to the fa 
east of a flotilla of torpedo boat de 
stroyers. 
The destroyers are large 


and stancher than the torpedo boats 
but even the voyage of those vessel 
was a nine days' wonder in naval cir 
cles, and the more daring project now 
proposed will doubtless arouse even 
more widespread interest.

to sleep in a cell or ear with the other prisoners. 


Several people, including a, number 


of prominent Republican politicians 
from fiifferent sections of the state, 
are reported to be making quiet but 
btrenuous eftorts to present Harry J 
Hoover with a Christmas pardon. 


On the sixth day of last Pecember 


Harry Hoover went to the state peni 
tentiary to begin fnc years' imprison- 
ment imposed by the lederal court for 
making false entries on the books of 
the Peoples bank. 


The politicians who are now direct- 


ing their eftorts in Homer's behalf, 
are said to be headed by a well known 
leader of Oa?lipolis.

tration. The pardon, if it comes, must 
be from the hand ol President Roose 
velt. as Hoover was sentenced under 
the fe3eral law.
